One of the interesting things 
about living in a house is the op- 
portunity it provides for amateur 
designers to improve on the original 
work of the architect.

Using chemical weed killers under 
unfavorable crop conditions pre- 
sents certain problems. Two main 
considerations are: 1. Date crop 
seeded; 2, Available moisture sup- 
plies. Both these factors have an 
important bearing upon the use of 
chemical weed killers. 

Many farmers are inclined to think 
that when seeding has been unduly 
delayed on account of excess mois- | 
ture that it will be unnecessary to 
treat with 2,4-D. Or, again they 
may feel it is too late to bother 
using chemical 

Some may consider that the ap- 
plication of chemical will delay 
maturity of the crop. Let me say 
that some of the most successful 
treating of crops with 2,4-D have 
followed late seeding. Under these 
conditions both the planted crop 
and the weeds germinate quickly 
and uniformly. Three weeks or so 
after seeding you find a lusty crop 
struggling against a mess of weeds 
This is where 2,4-D pays off. 

And just a few words about treat- 
ing crops in any of the districts 
where rainfall has been limited and | 
growth is backward. Too often the | 
farmer is discouraged to the point | 
that he thinks treating with 2,4-D | 
will be wasted. In most cases the | 
opposite holds true. 

A crop under droughty condi- 
tions must compete against robber 
weeds, for moisture. If allowed to 
go untreated the weeds will win 
over the crop. Timely application 
of 2,4-D may help to tide over such 
crops until rain comes. In such | 
cases it is well to treat at the maxi- | 
mum recommended dosage. |
